Ortie E. McManigal, whose testi- 
mony was one of the main features 
of the trial of the labor-union officers 
convicted of conspiracy at In- 
dianapolis and whose confession was 
the first wedge that split open the 
dynamite plot hatched by the McNa- 
maras, was a witness in the Darrow 
trial yesterday afternoon. 

A buzz of Interest rose in the court- 
room as the notorious dynamiter and 
former associate of the men now 
serving long penitentiary terms upon 
their admission of guilt, quietly en- 
tered in charge of Maicolm McLaren. 
Extra bailiffs were scattered about 
the courtroom and detectives were in 
the crowd. But there was no mani- 
festation of disapproval against Mc- 
Manigal. 

He gave his testimony in a resonant 
voice and appeared cool and at ease. 
He deciared that his wife and his 
uncle, George Behm, Osed every effort 
to make him recant his confession and 
espouse the side of the defense. Bvi- 
dence tending to show he was threat- 
ened with prosecution in Chicago for 
alleged murder unless he did as his 
wife wanted was stricken out under 
the rule laid down in the Glass case. 

cManigal said he was repeatedly 
approached through his relatives, but 
that he told them again and again 
that he was through with the labor 
unions and would tell the truth 
wherever he was put upon the wit- 
ness stand.

treaty made years before, with 
respect to another canal to be constructed 
in another country, in which England had 
some interests.

Asks Three Hundred and Eighty- 
five Thousand Dollars, Making 
Surety Company and Several 
Others Defendante—Loses Two 
Hundred Phousand Barrels. 


A damage sf@it for $385,000, involv- 
ing the alleged structural weakness of 
two giant oll reservoirs, was filed yes- 
terday by the Union Oll1 Company of 
California against the Pacific Surety 
Company, Carl Leonardt, Webber- 
Duller Company, Carl Webber, D. M. 
Duller, A. B. Allison and other de- 
fendants. 
These reservoirs are near San Luis 
Obispo. They are of concrete and 
have a capacity of approximately 
1,000,000 barrels each. They cost 
$250,000, and the Union Ol] Company 
has paid $197,000 on the contract. It 
is alleged in the complaint the. com- 
pany was notified in November, 1910, 
that reservoir No. 1 was ready for 
use and ofl was turned in. en 
about 700,000 barreis had flowed into 
the reservoir, it is alleged the retain- 
ing wall collapsed, allowing 200,000 
barrels to escape. The loss on this is 
placed at $125,000. 
Subsequently when notified ofl was 
turned into reservoir No. 
contained 400,000 barrels when it is 
alleged the structure showed signs of 
weakening. The company would not 
take the chance of pumping more oil 
into the reservoir, 
The company alleges reservoir No. 
1 is not worth more than $5000, and 
No. 2 has a value of $25,000. In ad- 
dition to the alleged losses sustained, 
the company avers it is obliged to 
shoulder mechanics’ lens to the 
amount of $81,761.
